UE HE selection of acceptable Christmas 


presents for one’s friends in thes 
days of economic stringency is not with 
all a duty that is anticipated with a great 
deal of pleasure; for, with the tightening 
of purse strings, the choice becomes 
rather limited. Should the intended re- 
cipient be a motorist, however, the pur- 
chase of a suitable gift is a matter that 
need cause no concern, as the windows 
of the Dublin motor dealers present at 
this time such a variety of equipment at 
prices to suit almost every pocket that the 
expenditure cf ‘even a few shillings will 
provide a motoring friend with a present 
which he will appreciate and value. 

Never before has there been displayed 
such a collection of accessories that go to 
make motoring safer and, at the same 
time, more comfortable, and Christmas 
shoppers will find not only little diffi- 
culty, but possibly unexpected pleasure, 
in making their selection of gifts. 
CHRISTMAS GIFTS FOR MOTORISTS. 

Leaving aside the question of costly 
gifts, running into two and three figures, 
mention may be made of just a few of 
those minor things which car owners are 
sure to value. There is, for instance, the 
radiator heater, which in the winter 
months is such a very valuable adjunct 
to the garage, and which, either on the 
road or in the garage, can also be utilised 
“ a high candle power emergency light. 

‘ar foot rests, which provide a éomfort- 
able angle for the feet and legs, and pre- 
vent that crampy feeling on long journeys, 
are bound to be acceptable, while foot 
gloves and warmers are another contribu- 
tion to motoring comfort that is bound 
to give pleasure. 

A dependable windscreen wiper, a hign 
frequency horn, or an illuminated direc 
tion sign appeals to the careful driver, 
while such equipment as a set of plugs, 
a case of electric bulbs, a soldering set, 
or a jack doubtless would prove a great 
deal more acceptable to many a motorist 
than a necktie, gloves or an umbrella. 

HOW TO AVOID DAMAGE FROM 
FROST. 
this country 
troubled very often with damaged 
engines due to frost, but now and again 
it does happen that car owners who “fail 
to provide against such a possibility find 
themselves caught napping during one of 
those short and unexpected spells of 
frost that come about this time. 
It is not so long ago that the only 
possible precaution which one could take 
against frozen radiators was to run all 
the water out of -the radiator before 
garaging the car at the end of the day; 
but, while this, no doubt, was a sure 
remedy, it left the engine open to the 
more serious danger of over-heating and 
ruining the bearings if the owner neglected 
to refill the radiator before starting up 
the engine on the following morning. 

This rather tedious and messy precau- 
tion, with its attendant risks, is no longer 
necessary. When there is a likelihood of 
trouble from frost an absolutely certain 
preventive is the addition of some glycerine 
to the water in the radiator the freezing- 
point of which is sufficiently low to with- 
stand the severest winter conditions. 


THE PROPERTIES OF GLYCERINE. 
Glycerine has a very low rate of evapora- 
tion, and one supply will last the whole 
winter. It has no ill effects whatever on 
the structure or parts of the cooling 
system into which it is introduced, and 
it has the additional merit that, should | 
the liquid with which it is incorporated

freeze, it does not become a ‘solid mass 
and expand: as water does. It merely 
forms a gelatinous mass, and liquifies as 
soon as the engine is started. 

An anti-freezing solution may be pur- 
chased at the dealers, or made up at home. 
The amount of glycerine required is deter- 
mined according to the capacity of the 
radiator. It is first necessary to find the 
quantity of water that the radiator holds, 
which is best done by filling it completely 
with water and then draining it off and 
measuring the quantity. To four gallons 
of water add six pints of glycerine. his 
will lower the freezing point of the solu: 
tion to 20 degrees Fahrenheit, but if it is 
found that ten degrees of frost is low 
enough, then only three pints of glycerine 
are required. 

“THE ONE-EYED CAR.” 

Several aceidents have occurred during 
the last two months because of cars having 
one headlight, Cars so illuminated 
are a danger on dark nights; for it 1s 
often impossible to tell which head- lamp } 
is lit. Sometimes the vehicle turns out to 
be a delivery truck, which is wider than 
the private motor car, and acet- 
dents result because drivers .approach- 
ing these one-eved’’ cars have 
miscalculated the width, sr, perhaps, even 
thought that the left- hand light was lit, 
whereas, in fact, the right-hand lamp was 
in use. 

These ‘‘ one-eyed ” cars should be given 
a wide berth pending the coming into 
operation of the Road Traffic Bill, which 
deals with the efficient lighting of every 
type of automobile. 

CARE OF THE HORN. 

There are many occasions when a loud 
blast of the horn may prevent a serious 
accident, and motorists should not be con-

tent with a horn that gives only a feeble | 
warning when the button is pressed. If | 


the horn is becoming feeble the cause mas 
be lack of lubrication. Examine the horn 
for oil holes, and on discovering these, drop 
some oil into the bearing of the armature 
shaft. If it is a matter of adjustment, the 
regulating screw will be readily located, 
and a few minutes will suffice to set it 
right. Get a friend to press the button 
while the screw is being turned and no 
difficulty will be found in setting it at 
point which will give the best blast. 
WHEEL ALIGNMENT. 

When the four wheels of a car fail to 
track, there is an abnormal amount oí 
wear cast on the tyres. When this defect 
is present the wheels do not run in a 
straight line, but, instead, follow a weav- 
ing course. 
ing wheel, which the driver has con- 
tinually to manipulate to keep the car 
on a straight course. If doubt exists as 
to whether the wheels are tracking cor 
rectly, the matter can be decided by 
driving the car over a damp surface 
slow speed. It can be seen then 
the wheel-prints if the rear wheels 
tracking with those in front. Allowance, 
of course, must he made for what is 
called the tow-in of the front wheels, 
the prints left by the front tyres should 
be a little inside ’’ the prints made 
by the rear tvres.

Da MARY,—Now that Christmas is 


only six days off and the children 

all home from schools, mothers (and 
sometimes aunts and elder sisters and grand- 
mothers, too) are busy almost to distraction. 
A little imperceptible organisation will solve 
the problem of ' what to do with the chil- 
dien,’’ whose undirected high spirits may 
make confusion worse confounded. A good 
idea is to keep one whole afternoon for a 
shopping expedition with the youngsters, 
who, when they have bought their own small 
presents, may be given a voice in buying 
decorations. 


Child Shoppers. 


Children as a rule are good shoppers, be- 
cause they know just what they want, and 
just how much they can afford for each gift. 
Planning shopping lists, and planning 
schemes of decoration will profitably occupy 
the previous afteruoon. 

To give everyone a fair share of Christmas 
picparations adds to harmony and thorough 
enjoyment. For example, a “ Master of 
Decorations ” may be elected for each room. 
Qne or two country walks or organised raids 
on the garden will provide quantities of ivy 
trails, and, with luck, some holly and other 
aaa with fir branches and cones for the 
re. 

The shons will supply balloons, which are 
not. used for Christmas decoration as much 
as they might be. Tied with bright ribbon, 
clusters of balloons below the electrolier, or 
suspended from curtain rails, look joyous 
and gay. They are, too, much safer than 
Chinese lanterns, which are so apt to catch 
fire from a wobbling candle. 


Glass and Tinsel. 


Packets of artificial “ frost’’ to scatter on 
ivy and holly. gleaming glass balls and 
strings of tinsel are all cheap. decorative and 
safe to use, but cotton wool “snow ” 
positively invites fire from cigarette ash or 
carelessly extinguished matches. A novelty 
which children and grown-ups alike will 
enjoy is a packet of copper sulphate 
crystals to make green flames in the 
Christmas fire. The crystals may be had 
from any good chemist, and should be well 
moistened before being thrown on the burn- 
ing logs or peat. A coal fire will give green 
flames, too, but has not quite the same 
‘Christmassy’ cheer. 

Paper .chains look gay, but wherever it 
is possible to get enouch ivy this should be 
used instead. Long trails of ivy tied together 
with bright searlet bows can be looped from 
the picture rail all round the room, or carried 
across from corner to corner with halloons 
dangling here and there. And, by the way, 
it saves the walls from mud and dust to wash 
the ivv before using it. Children. will 
thoroughly enjoy taking a tubful of water to 
the garden and swirling the ivy round and 
round till it is clean and glistening. It will 
dry ouickly if hung on the clothes line either 
out of doors or in the kitchen. 


Simple Sweets.

The bodice of these 


More Common Types 
of Fish. 


How to Cook them 
Attractively. 


a———— us 
[we ar is a land that abounds in fish, 


both of the salt and the fresh water 

variety, but, owing to some curious per- 
versity, we are not a nation of fish eaters. 
When word of a fish meal goes round many 
Irish faces fall. It is, perhaps, a vicious 
circle. “We do not cook fish because we 
do not like it, and we do not like fish because 
we cannot cook it.” 

Just as with other types of food, our taste 
is limited. As regards fish, cod, mackerel, 
vhiting and herring re-appear again and again 
on the menu of the humbler housewife, and 
their cocking frequently explains the fact 
why faces fall when cod and mackerel are 
mentioned. Those fish which may be styled 
“higher ” tvpes, such as sole and plaice, 
have naturally delicate flesh. The methods 
of cooking these in Dublin is stereotyped 
also, while in one French standard cooking- 
book ninety-two recipes for cooking sole are 
given. It would seem, however, that the 
art of cooking could be more worthily applied 
to cod—which has a decidedly strong flavour 
—than to most other fish. 


Savoury Cod. 


Baked cod is an excellent variety, and @ la 
Vortugaise will also be found a savory 
recipe. It may be prepared as follows :— 

The cod should be separated into portions 
and seasoned with a good deal of salt 
and a little pepper. It should then be 
laid in a dish containing equal portions 
of oil and butter, also an onion which 
has been chopped and fried in 
butter. To this a strong “ bouquet garni’’ 
should be added, some finely minced parsley, 
and three tomatoes. Sufficient rice to cover 
the bottom of the saucepan to an inch in 
depth should then be added after it has been 
cooked in salted water. Place all in a 
casserole, and let it simmer, covered, very 
gently for a few minutes. At the end of 
this time, when the fish should have absorbed 
the seasoning, cook it under stronger heat 
from 15 to 18 minutes, 


Mackerel. 


Among the many methods of cooking 
mackerel, Filets Rosalie (Wéthod Bourging- 
nonne) will be found one of the best. The 
fillets should be seasoned, floured and steeped 
in steaming oil. They should then be placed 
in the oven for a few minutes. Fresh oil 
should be added, the fish should be placed 
on the fire, and chopped onions, shallots and 
mushrooms added, The whole should be 
fired quickly, some drops of vinegar spread 
on the mackerel. and the fish placed again 
in the oven with chopped parsley. 


Pickled Herrings. 


Dubliners often evince a liking for pickled 
herrings. Savoury herrings, served hot. 
may prove inviting for winter. They should 
be stuffed with bread crumbs, to which 
pieces of butter have been added. _ A little 
chopped parsley, shallot, aud onions should 
also be placed on them, and the herrings 
rolled in oiled paper and placed in the oven. 
Before the herring “is cooked all the bones 
must be removed. This is done by running 
a sharp knife from head to tail, and if the 
knife be inserted beneath the main bone 
and gently drawn towards the tail all the 
smaller bones will come away.

SALMON PASTE. 


Drain the liquid from a nalf-pound tin of 
salmon, and pound and sieve the fish, with 
two tablespoonfuls of mayonnaise, the yolks 
of two hard-boiled eggs and sufficient liquid 
from the tin to make moist. 

If a specia!ly rich paste is required, use 
cream in place of the liquid from the tin, 

Press the prepared paste into small, clean 
glass jars; cover each with melted butter, 
and use, as required, for sandwich fillings. 
Fresh, cooked cold salmon, if available, can 
be used in this way. 


MACARONI MUTTON, 


Cut half a pound of mutton pieces into 
dice, and put into a saucepan, with four 
ounces of broken macaroni, a sliced onion, a 
cut up carrot and half a small turnip cut 
into squares. 

Add two teaspoonfuls of chopped parsley, 
with salt and pepper to season, and sufficient 
stock of water to cover. Bring to the boil 
and simmer for one and a half hours. 


MUTTON PIES. 


Make short pastry, using eight ounces of 
flour, four ounces of lard, the yolk cf an ecg 
and a little cold water. Roll out and line 
into pattie tins. 

Chop small or mince half a pound of lean 
mutton, a small onicn, a little parsley, and 
mix together with a little good gravy. Divide 
the mixture into the pastry-lined tins and 
cover each vith a round of pastry. 

Brush each little pie with beaten egg or 
milk and bake in a moderate oven for an 
hour. 

The pastry will probably brown before the 
hour has gone by, so to prevent it cooking 
further cover it carefully with a double fold 
of wetted kitchen paper.

Telephone Charges. 


Telephone services in the British Isles 
are such that all calls made from any 
subscriber’s house or premises are charged 
to that subscriber. This, writes a corre- 
spondent, means that, if you are holiday- 
making or visiting at the house of a friend, 
any use you make of his telephone is 
added to his bill. Busineass men often 
find it necessary, when they are away, to 
keep in touch with their work, and very 
few hosts will accept a refund of the ex- 
penses incurred. In America ‘a system 
called the ‘‘ reverse charge ” obviates all 
such bother. When calling your own 
number from another, you can instruct the 
operator to ‘‘ reverse the charge,’’ with 
the result that it is added to your own bill 
and saves you a lot of heart-burning. 
Systems over here might increase their 
revenues considerably by adopting this 
idea. 


Nicknames and &mbiems. 


Followers of the Rugby game are 
familiar with the international emblems. 
Ireland has her cluster of shamrocks, 
Wales her leek, Scotland the inedible 
thistle, England the rose, ana France 
the crowing Gallic cock. In some 
cases such emblems as these have given 
the gencric name under which the sides 
bearing them upon their jerseys have 
become familiarly known to the general 
public. Thus the little Australian plant, 
the Waratah. borne as their emblem by 
New South Wales tourists, became very 
soon the name which every enthusiast 
applied to the visitors from ‘‘ down 
under.” In much the same way South 
African Rugby men came to be known as 
Springboks. When the first touring side 
to visit Great Britain was practising on 
the Richmond ground during the autumn 
of 1906. a sporting journalist approached 
Pau! Roos, the captain, and asked what 
the team was called. He explained that 
the New Zenlanders. who had made the 
tour during the previous season, had been 
called the ‘‘All-Blacks,”” and suggested 
that it would be onlv fitting that the 
South. Africans should also have some 
distinctive name. The team ceased their 
practising and discussed the matter, until 
Mr. Roos, inspired by their antelope 
badge, suggested ‘‘ Springbok.”’ The 
journalist accepted the name with en- 
thusiasm. used it in his subsequent article. 
with the result that ever since then all 
South African international Rugby players. 
cricketers and athletes have been known as 
** Springboks.”’ 


TC attooing. 


The fashion of tattooing for women, 
which threatened to become popular in 
Paris some time ago (writes a corre- 
spondent), has fortunately failed. to 
‘catch on.” Possibly, the women found 
the operation somewhat painful. although 
it was considerably more so in the days of 
the sailing ships, when young apprentices, 
hoping to be regarded as hardened “' shell- 
backs ’’ by landsmen, ‘submitted them- 
selves to the ungentle hands of their ship- 
mates.

| A Popular Kisconception. 


When passing through the village of 
Howth some time ago, writes a correspon- 
dent, I happened to overhear a fragment 
of conversation, in which a visitor was 
being assured that the Abbey at Howth 
had been originally built by the Danes. 
This information was accurate enough, but 
when the guide was asked ‘‘ What ame 
of the Danes?’ he replied at once that 
‘‘they were all swept out of Ireland for 
ever by King Brian Boru at the Battle 
of Clontarf in 1014.” So many people 
believe the Danes to have disappeared 
altogether after the Battle of Clontarf, 
that I should not have been surprised to 
learn that the speaker was of Danish 
descent himself. As a matter of history, 
the Danish settlements in Dublin, Water- 
ford and Limerick do not seem to have 
been much affected by Brian’s victory, 
nor was Clontarf the last battle fought 
by a Danish king in Ireland. The end 
of Danish rule in this country came with 
the defeat of Hasculf McTorkall by the 
Anglo-Normans outside the gates of 
Dublin in 1171. After that battle the 
remaining Danes in the city seem to have 
been confined to the territory of Ostman- 
town, now Oxmantown. 


The Battie of Dame Gate. 


Towards the end of the year 1170 
Strongbow and his followers incurred the 
displeasure of Henry II., who ordered 
them home. At that time they had suc- 
ceeded in wresting Dublin from the 
Danish King, Hasculf McTorkall, who 
took to the sea; but, although the J‘anes 
were gone, the Irish had the city virtually 
in a state of siege. For nearly a year 
the Normans were in a difficult position. 
and at length, since they could not get 
out of the city, they were inclined to 
take the advice of St. Laurence ()’Toole, 
who counselled them to surrender. The 
Irish King, however, misjudged the 
temper of his adversaries, and demanded 
terms so extravazant that the Normans 
led by Miles De Cogan, decided on a 
sortie. Some five hundred stee]-clad 
warriors fell on the Irish forces at Finglas, 
threw them into disorder, and a'most 
captured the King, O'Connor, who was

many unskilled hands took part in the 
craft, often with melancholy results fo the 
victims, who frequently become afflicted 
with skin diseases.

That Ireland is without snakes is a 
commonplace. It is, however, curious to 
know that Irish Druids had to:do without 
the mistletoe that seems to play so im- 
portant a part in Continental Druidism ; 
for mistletoe is a comparatively recent 
importation here, and does not flourish. 
Even the frog is a recent plantation, 
though he has increased and multiplied as 
much as the rabbit in Australia. Frogs 
seem to have arrived shortly after William 


had scarcely come back to the city \-hen 
they were attacked by Hiaseulf, who had 
returned with sixty ships and the redoubt- 
able champion, *‘ John the Furious,’’ to 
claim his kingdom. 

Had Hasculf arrived before the Norman 
success at Finglas, there would probably 
have been an end of English rule in 
Ireland.

Richard de Cogan led a party of warriors 
through the Pole Gate at the bottom cf 
Ship street, came round through the fields 
now occupied by George’s street and Dame 
street, and attacked the Danes in the réar 
The tide of battle turned; “John the 
Furious’’ went down with a pile of dead 
Normans around him, and the Danes fled 
towards their ships. Hasculf was beheaded 
the next day, and the Normans remained 
in possessicn of Dublin and the surround. 
ing districts.

ee plain speaking of Mr. Pollock, 


Northern Minister of Finance, in re- 
gard to Ulster’s dependence on Great 
Britain, has given an unpleasant shock to 
those who preach that the Six Counties 
are paying their way. It is now officially 
stated that the Imperial contribution from 
the Province has virtually disappeared, 
and that not one penny goes from 
Northern Ireland’s Exchequer towards the 
maintenance of the Army or Navy or to? 
reduce the National Debt. Moreover, Mr. 
Pollock has declared that unless the 
British inctructions to revalue the Pro- 
vince are carried out, a stigma will be 
cast upon its honour from which it will 
take years to recover. 

Some economists are urging that the 
Province should be governed directly from 
Westminster, and that the local Parlia- 
ment should be scrapped, while a new 
agitation is being started for the forma- 
tion of a “ National Government ’’ to re- 
place the existing administration. Neither 
suggestion, however, finds favour in high 
places. 


FUTURE OF FLAX. 


The decline in the cultivation of flax .n 
the Six Counties is viewed with concer” 
by agricultural societies and other public 
bodies interested in the welfare of the 
Province. A resolution has just been 
passed by the Coleraine Chamber of Com- 
merce drawing attention to “ the almost 
total eclipse of the Ulster flax industry,’ 
and calling on the Government to appoint 
a Committee to evolve a scheme to save 
the industry and encourage the farmers 
to put a greater acreage under flax. 

Growers of this crop in the past have 
found it impossible to compete with the 
products of Continental countries, with 
the result that the area under flax 
gradually has decreased from over 
a hundred thousand. acres to about 
7,000 acres. The Northern Govern- 
ment is not in a position to give 
any help, unless through pressure on the 
National Government in Great Britain, 
to protect home-grown flax by placing a 
tariff on foreign imports. 

Up to the present, virtually nothing 
has been done to safeguard the crops, or 
other products of the Ulster farmers, but 
they are hoping for better times. Their 
one great stand-by this season is the 
potato crop, for which they are receiv- 
ing excellent prices—5s. 8d. to 6s. 5c. 
per cwt., as compared with about half 
of these figures last year. 


LIFEBOAT SERVICE. 


Those who go down to the sea in ships 
will be interested in the announcement 
that a new motor lifeboat 1s to be pro- 
vided for Donaghadee, on the County 
Down coast. It is now under construc- 
tion, and will be of the most modern 
type, with twin-engines and twin-screws, 
while the length of the boat will be 
45ft. in. 

The old boat, which it is to replace, 
has been in service on the station for 
over twenty years, and its ultimate de- 
stination will be Aranmore, on the West 
cuast of Ireland. This craft—the William 
and Laura—has been the means of 
rescuing over eighty persons, and it is 
hoped that she still will have a useful 
career in life-saving. 

The quarterly practice of the William 
and Laura was carried out this week, 
and the lifeboat crew were smart and 
efficient in their operations. This 
probably will be her last appearance on 
the station, unless she is required for 
rescue work, as it is expected that the 
new motor-boat will be put into commis. 
sion in May next. Donaghadee is being 
steadily developed, and is very popular 
with cross-Channel people as a holiday 
resort, while, of course, it is a great 
centre for yachting. 


| UNIVERSITY DRAMA. 


The Queen’s University Dramatic 
Society gave a performance of Synge’s 
‘‘The Playboy of the Western World ”’ in 
the great hall of the University, Belfast, 
last night. It was rather an ambitious 
choice for the society, although the cast 
included several amateurs who approached 
professional standard in their characterisa- 
tions. The Ulster accent does not lend 
itself to the representation of plays im 
which the soft Western Irish brogue is in- 
dispensable, but, apart from that, the pro- 
duction was very creditable. 

As Shaun Keogh, Mr. Mervyn W. 
Dennison stood out in his study of the 
part, and he was ably supported by Miss 
Elizabeth McKee as the Widow Quinn. 
Miss Anne E. Bereen made a charming 
Pegeen Mike, the colleen who stirred the 
heart of the Playboy, and as that hero 
himself, Mr. Cecil 8. Cree did fairly well 
in the more tragic incidents, though the 
part did not altogether suit his histrionic 
gifts. Mr. W. B. James, as Michael 
James Flaherty, the publican, had some 
good moments. He has a fine voice, and 
Is an actor of promise. Some time ago 
Mr. Lennox Robinson said that Ulster had 
a priceless heritage in its accent, but it 
does not shine in the plays of Southern 
Ireland, 


THE POLITICAL RECESS.

HARBOUR PROGRESS. 


Notwithstanding the depressed condi- 
tion of trade, the Belfast Harbour Board 
continues to make progress, and the de- 
crease in tonnage, which was registered a 
few months ago, has been converted into 
an increase. It was reported this week 
that 289 vessels had entered the port dur- 
ing the period from the 29th November to 
the 12th inst., these comprising 259 coast- 
wise and cross-Channel, 24 foreign, and 6 
non-trading vessels. 

The total tonnage of the vessels which 
arrived from 1st January to the 12th De- 
cember was—Coastwise and cross-Channel, 
2,683,965. an increase of 7,307 tons com- 
we with the corresponding period of 
ast year; foreign, 741.986, an increase 
of 57,578; non-trading, 94,446, a decrease 
of 29,929 tons. The total was 
5,520,595 tons, indicatug a net increase 
of 14,956 tons. In these difficult times 
such a record must be gratifying to the 
Conimissioners. It ix a tribute to the 
wisdom of the Board in providing 1m- 
proved facilities for the handling of goods 
and in reducing dunes and rates.

In the City of Dublin to- 
day there were hundreds oi people who weve 
hungry. There were thousands of people who 
would not have a single meal in the day were 
it not for home relief or for the generous 
charity of all classes of the community. 
Hundreds and hundreds of people were in 
that position. He would not say that the 
piesent Government was wholly responsibie, 
but there would be less hunger and starva- 
tion if tiey had a Government that took a 
proper end serious view of the problem. 

The old Sinn Fein gospel, to which the 
present occuoants of the Government Bench 
had subscribed, was to get control of the 
destimies of the country, to develop its m- 
dustries and give employment te their people. 
What had happened to make the Vice-Pre- 
sident and his colleagues tear up the teachings 
of Griffith and the old Sinn Fem gospel’? The 
substance of the speech of the Minister for 
Finance was that there was to be no hope for 
the unemployed. This meant sentencing many 
people to starvation. and even death. It was 
because industrial development had been re- 
tarded by the present Government that hous- 
ing condrtions were as they had them to-day.

A ROBINSON CRUSOE 
POLICY. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
it was true, as stated by Deputy de Valera, 
that if this country was suddenly cut off from 
the rest of the world they could feed, clothe 


and maintain themselves. Robinson Crusoe 


| had proved that, but he (the Minister) re- 


fused to consider living in this country under 
these circumstances, and listening to Irish 
constitutional assemblies discussing the oath, 
Document No. 1 and Document No. 2, and 
the limitations of majority rule. Apart from 
the elementary political and economic nonsense 
talked by deputies opposite, he objected to 
listening to quacks being charitable at other 
people s expense. That was what wnemploy- 
ment debates there resolved themselves into. 
He absolutely declined to teach Deputy de 
Valera and Deputy ©’Kelly  ¢lementary 
economics. Both were professional politicians, 
and would remain so to the end. They mis- 
took that for patriotism. Although not busi- 
ness men, they knew that the drivel talked 
there was utter nonsense, and he refused to 
take it seriously. 

“So far as I am concerned,”” said Mr. 
Hogan, “I would rather one preference from 
England—one original preference—than all 
your tariffs. One preference, one big item of 
agricultural imports would give more employ- 
ment and produce more prosperity here than 
all the schemes that have been advocated 
from the opposite benches put together. |] 
have no fear that if we succeed in getting any 
such preference we will cause injury to our 
nationalism.”’ 


** CRAWLING AFTER BRITAIN.” 

Mr. F. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that a 
10 per cent. preference on their cattle exports 
would mean at the most half a million or a 
million pounds. If the Government only had 
the manliness to stand up to the British and 
to point out that this country was buying 
more goods from Britain than any other 
eountry, while Britain bought less from the 
Saorstat than from other countries, they 
would get a preference from the British. This 
crawling after the British had brought the 
country to its present position. 

He added that the money for the relief of 
unemployment was to be obtained from the 
money at present given to foreigners. That 
was the Fianna Fail policy. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F.. Cork, FE.) said that 
reference had been made to sweated labour in 
countries where tariffs were imposed, but the 
Irish farmers were living in a state of serf 
dom. The labourer had to work for from 
5s. to 10s. a week, while the farmer had to 
keep other people in affluence, although he 
had to sell his milk at 4d. a gallon, his 
oats at £4 10s. a ton, and barley at £5 a ton. 

Mr. T. J. MURPHY (Lab., Cork W.) ex- 
pressed disappointment at the speech of the 
Minister for Finance. There was a deplorable 
public disregard towards ‘unemployment, and 
they appeared to be approaching the time 
when it was regarded as a national condi- 
tion, and not needing any remedy to relieve 
it. This was not a message of hope to the 
80.000 of their unemployed. 

The figures for home assistance or at the 
Unemployment Bureaux did not give full 
information, because there were many people 
who concealed their condition. He knew of 
men who, although without work and on the 
verge of starvation, refused to take home 
assistance. The position of the small farmer 
or of the agricultural labourer receiving seven 
or eight shillings a week in wages was 
desperate. 

Fe urged the Minister to consider whether 
it was possible to devise schemes of emnloy- 
ment. which would be of far-reaching effect. 
Why could they not speed up large scliemes 
o: forestry ” 


WHAT TARIFFS HAD DONE. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., County Galway) said 
that the Minister for Agriculture had referred 
to Deputies de Valera and Lemass as pro- 
fessional politicians, but he (Mr.° Fahy) 
would submit that Deputy de Valera, as a 
teacher or professor with a good. record, 
had done more good national work than Mr. 
Hogan: im his solicitor’s office in Loughrea, 
and Deputy Lemass, who was a successful 
business man in Dublin, knew more about 
business than Mr. Hogan. Deputy de Vatera 
had taken risks for the country that Myr. 
Hogan had never taken. He (Mr. Fahy) 
made no reproaches against Mr. Hogan's 
colleagues, but when’ the Minister for Agr» 
culture spoke of professional politicians he 
might have turned his eyes right and: left. It 
was unworthy of any Minister to throw a 
taunt like that across the House. | 

He went on to say that tariffs had built up 
America until she had half the world s goods. 
They should remember, too, that the populw 
tion of the United’ States of America had 
increased ten-fold, whilst that of this country 
had devreased: by half, as a result of free 
trade. He submitted: that the smail country 
had’ a much better chance of doing something 
under tariffs than any of the big industrial 
ov capitalised States, 


CO-OPERATION WIFI 
BRITAIN. 


The MINISTER FOR 
MENT said that that amy ot 
Valera s hud a reference to 
of the dete Dai Deputy de Valera had 
come intoe that House im 1927—into what he 
then descrived as the second Dail—and, lke 
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Rip Van Winkle, Deputy de Valera would 
like to forget, as he wished the people to 
forget, what had happened during the periods 
of the third, fourth and fifth Dails. When 
he (the Minister) heard Deputy de Valera 
asking to be entrusted with the carrying out 
of his magnificent, airy policy, he could not 
prevent his mind gong back to happenings in 
1922. 

The MINISTER proceeded to quote extracts 
from a aebate on Government policy im 1922, 
and added that in this matter of unemploy- 
ment the Government could not promise any- 
thing for the futare that was not indicated :n 
the past. 

There had been an increase in employment 
owing to the application of tariffs. The un- 
employment situation was an improving one. 
A great deal had happened since Arthur 
Criffitth had proposed the adoption of the 
economic policy suggested by Dean Swift. 
They had entered into a Treaty with the 
British for mternational co-operation for the 
purpose of bettering the people here and the 
British people in Britain. Tey had alwoys 
held that that policy would benefit the 
country. Part of their work was to undo 
what had been done during the past hundred 
vears. They could not undo indusirial con- 
ditions that had been im existence in a day. 
They could only be removed gradually and tn 
a spirit of co-operation with the Britiso 
people. 


A JOINT RESPONSIBILITY. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (independent Labour, 
Tipperary) described the debate as one of the 
most insincere debates on unemyloyment 
which he had heard He believed m and had 
voted for tarifis, but he was not so foolish 
as to believe that the tariff policy would cure 
the unemployment problem. The responsi- 
bility for that problem equally or 
Cumann na nGaedheal Fianna Fail 
shoulders. 

He admitted that even with the most sym. 
pathetic Government they would have a cer. 
certain amouut of unemployment, but they 
should realise that if there had been common- 
sense in this country, and that if Deputies 
de Valera, Lemass and their colleagues were 
prepared to admit m 1922 what they now 
admitted openly there would not be as much 
unemployment. 


IMPORTED GOODS. 
Mr. LEMASS (F.F.. Dublin South) sail 


that it was obvious that the members of the 
(Government believed that they were the only 
possible Government; that what they could 
not do ne one could do, and bécause they 
had failed to remedy the unemployment pro- 
blem no one could do it. The problem was 
worse now than ever before, and in some in- 
dustnes employment had gone down to 
vanishing point. They could not get over 
the fact that they were importing goods 
which they could make themselves, which 
represented the labour of 80,000 persons every 
year, and fer this the Government deserved 
condemnation. The Free State bought more 
British goods than any other country. The 
Danes did not buy from England one-third 
of what the Free State bought. Yet Eng- 
land bought much move Danish produce than 
it did Free State produce. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin 
North) said that if the people of the Free 
State supported Irish manufacture in the way 
of clothes and boots there would he more 
employment and less weeping than they had 
heard in the Dail that day. 


FIANNA FAIL POLICY. 
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MINISTER’S DENUNCIATION. 
The MINISTER FOR DEFENCE said that 


there was less unemployment now than there 
was in 1926. and that was due to the Go- 
vernment’s general policy, and its economic 
policy to imerease productivity In this 
country. At the moment there were extra- 
ordinary world-wide conditions, which were 
undoubtedly produced by the policy of high 
tariffs in many countries: The outstanding 
industry here was agriculture, and while 
there was a fall in the value of these com- 
modities in terms of exchange, in © any 
cases the overhead charges remained 
stationary. and the proposal made tv meet 
the situation was to embark on a system 
of wholesale tariffs. They had a riff of 
fifteen per. cent. on boots, which gave the 
Irish boot manufacturers a fifteen per cent, 
advantage over their competitors, and was 
the contention that, with a seund tusiness 
policy and efficiency amongst the workers, if 
given a higher tariff, there would te no 
imported boots? They also had a high teriff 
on cloth, but they still had big imports of 
manufactured goods. The only — sound 
economic policy was to support what tl ey 
could produce most economically. 

There was much said about the production 
of wheat, but the great wheat-growirg 
countries could produce wheat at cne-fifth 
th» cost it conld be produced here. Was 
Vianna Fail policy then that they should 
spend five times as much as was necessary 
elsewhere to produce. a commodity that 
could be produced better elsewhere? The 
whole policy of Fianna Fail was that neople 
should pay more for their clothes, boots and 
hread. He assumed that Fianna Fail ap- 
pealed to the more ‘stupid and ignorant 
of the people, though he dd not 
think the people had the depths cf 
stupidity or ignorance that Fianna Fáil 
assumed they hed, As he had stated, un: 
employment had been reduced through 
Government policy, and during 4 time when 
practically every country in the world showed 
an increase in unemployment in: leaps and 
bounds, Apparently the Fianna Fail. pehey 
was the same as in 1922, when ifs adherents 
stated that the more unemployment the 
better 


DECEIVING THE PEOPLE. 


That was exactly what was happening now. 
Fianna Fail painied a dire and apwellis 
situation ia the country, and exaggerated all 
that side of the picture. forgetting altogether 
that the standard of living im the country 
was. really higher than anywhere else. 
Government policv had been te increase the 
value of production, and the Government had 
never preached penoceas or nostrims to over- 
come every trovhia. The nepnle who aid 
preach such dectrines were merely dishonest 
The Government conid not go out and de. 
ceive the peanle. Tt. selected certain: tariffs 
in; case's where the conditions of the countrv 
seemed to indicate thet the articles could 
he prodaced ecoromically. The Governmert 
never proposet tint they should grew their 
own tea in. glasshouses rather thar import 
itt from India or China. Government nolicv 
in its entirety had imnroved the vosition of 
the country, safeguarded the well being of 
the people, and saved its finaweers from 
dieester such os had hannened im Avs ratia. 

Mr. DEPRIG (F.E. Carlow Kilkennw) 
asked was the Government going to persist 
m its present aenenitrral economy, or to 
make a more determined effort to nlare the 
neonle now living in the bers on: good land. 
The policy cf drift ot present in force: was 
leading newPere, Wrlneq they furned their 
shin ronnd, they would have confusion worse 
confounded. Their avrievtoral labourers were 
getting lewer wices than in anv other 
country except one. Aw to their posttidn cn 
the British market, they were not getting 
higher prices, but actually got lower 
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prices than products frem Denmark, Finland 
and Esthonia. They were being passed out 
by such countries. He admitted that only 
for the measures taken by the Minister for 
Agriculture they would have lost much more 
of their trade, but they had lost ground in 
the Eughsh market. 

Mr. HEFFERNAN (Farmers, Tipp.) said 
that speakers from the Fianna Fail beacha 
seemed to confuse the powers of the Govern- 
ment with the powers of Frovidence. They 
seemed to think that if the Government said 
unemployment must cease, it would cease. 

Mr. COBURN (Ind., Louth) said that he 
endorsed Deputy Derrig’s statement that a 
solution for unemployment was the work of 
all parties. 


ARBOUR HILL PRISONERS. 

Dr RYAN (F.F., Wexford) asked for 
some information as to the prospect of a 
tariff em bacon, and also raised the question 
of the conditions under which prisoners were 
| kept in Arbour Hill Barracks. The condi- 
| tions were such as prisoners, no matter how 
| much the Executive Council hated or hunted 
them, should not be ander. 

The MINISTER for LOCAL GOVERN.- 
MENT protested against the expression that 
the Exeentive Council hated or ented down 
these men. 

' The SPEAKER said that the debate should 
froceed on unemployment, but he had 
allowed Dr. Ryan to ask a question, and the 
deputy should not make a speech or attack. 

Dr. RYAN said that he wanted to ask the 
President, who had the reputation of being 
a very pious man and having a conscience, 
to give the House an wndertaking that these 
men would be treated as ordinary human 
bemgs during Christmas and during their 
terms of imprisonment. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 


REPLY TO THE OPPOSITION. 
PRESIDENT COSGRAVE said that erdi- 


nary human beings and ordinary Irishmen 
had the administration of the Act which was 
passed by the (Oireachtas some time ago. 
He was juite satisfied to rely on their word 
rather than on the words of propagandists 
im the matter of the treatment of prisoners. 
He had considerable experience of this talk 
about prisoners, and he was satisfied that if 
there were more truth m the statements 
made in respect of them much more con 
sideration would be given to any representa- 
tions that might be made.

The Shannon Scheme, 

Before the Free State Senate adjourned 
last night Mr. McGilligan made his 
eagerly-awaited statement on the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board’s finances. With 
the shortcomings of the Board’s system 
of accounts we are not now concerned ; 
the more important section of the 
Minister’s speech lay in his proclama- 
tion of the Board’s general policy. 
In the beginning it was estimated that 
the sale of a certain number of units of 
electricity at a certain price would render 
the Shannon Scheme a profitable under- 
taking by the beginning of 1933; and at 
this date the consumer would receive 
current at the price paid in many con- 
tinenta] cities. The original price, accord. 
ing to Mr. McGilligan, was fixed without 
any real consideration of the total

According to the original Act, by 1933 the 


Shannon Scheme ought to be paying its 
way. During the present year the Board 
was divided on the question whether this 
ambition could be achieved. One view 
maintained that it could be achieved even 
at the old rates of supply, but that too 
much stress must not be laid on Mr. 
McGilligan’s demand that there must be 
provision for adequate reserves. The other 
view was that rates must be increased in 
order that there might be a balance to 
include a reserve fund. Hence arose the 
medley of disputes and resignations which 
focussed public attention on the Board's 
workings. As Mr. McGilligan announced 
last night, the Board hopes to be solvent 
in 1933—if three conditions are fulfilled. 
In the first place, it must contrive to 
effect certain economies. In the second 
place, it must secure an increased con- 
sumption of current. In the third place, 
the recent increase of charges must pro- 
duce an added revenue of £80,000. The 
first condition represents a _ laudable 
effort; but the second and third, 
fear, will prove to be incompatible. In- 
creased charges for any commodity mean 
a decrease of demand, and this rule is 
even stricter than its converse, which holds 
that lower prices mean increased consump- 
tion. Perhaps, in raising the price of 
current, the Electricity Supply Board has 
acted upon some knowledge denied to other 
people; but it must take pause before the 
extraordinary volume of popular hostility 
that the increase has inspired. If the

CLOSE WATCHING. 


The whole situation is being watched 
very closely, and all members of the 
Cabinet have been warned that public 
business may require their presence in 
Whitehall before January 12th, the pro- 
visional date to which the Cabinet has 
adjourned: 

A British Note which was handed by 
Lord Tyrrell, Ambassador in Paris, to M. 
Briand yecterday is understood to give a 
reminder to the French of the importance 
of British frozen credits in Germany (savs 
Reuter’s Paris correspondent). It urges 
that the forthcoming Cenference should 
undertake a wide survey of the situation. 
as a satisfactory settlement is of the 
utmost importance to Europe as a whole. 

The Note is said to review the repara- 
tions question at considerable length in 
the licht of the last London Conference, 
and the work of the Wiggin Committee 
and of the present experts’ meeting at 
Basel. and emphasises the desire of the 
British Government to co-operate closely 
with the French. 

American participation in the Con- 
ference is considered unlikelv in high ad- 
ministration circles in Washington. An 
unofficial observer might be sent. but be- 
yond this the United States would not go. 


NO HALF MEASURES. 


The British Government is believed to 
have advanced an argument which has not 
been. used in these discussions before 
(telegraphs The Times Paris Correspon- 
dent)—namely, that Germany for the last 
few vears has really been kept alive, and 
enabled incidentally to pay reparations, 
mainly by loans from Great Britain, while 
the British policy of the open door for im- 
ports has enabled Germany to enjoy a 
favourable commercial balance, especially 
where her trade with Great Britain is con- 
cerned. 

Great Britain, in fact, has been main- 
taining a large share of the economic 
burden of the rest of Europe out of her 
own pocket, partly in the hope that her 
free trade policy might eventually lead to 
a general reduction of trade barriers. This 
she can no longer afford to do. 

The note insists that a firm and final 
settlement must now be reached, and that 
no temporary or half-way meagures will 
do. 

There is just now a very real desire in 
responsible circles in France to under- 
stand the British point of view and 
sympathise with British difficulties.

DUBLIN DOCKER’S 
BRAVERY. 


SAVED FOREMAN AT 
RISK OF LIFE.

A casual dock labourer saved the life 
of his foreman at the North Wall, Dublin, 
on Wednesday night, displaying great 
presence of mind and achieving his object 
at considerable risk to himself. 

Mr. Michael Daly, a foreman employed 
by the L.M.S. and residing at 25 Upper 
Sheriff street, while engaged on the un- 
loading of a boat at the North Wall about 
seven o'clock on Wednesday evening 
slipped and fell between the vessel and 
the quayside. In falling he struck his 
head against the wall and was rendered 
unconscious. 

Seeing Daly’s predicament, Edward 
Kelly, of 5 Storey’s Cottages, Mayor street, 
a casual docker, caught the end of a rope 
which was attached to an iron post and 
jumped down between the boat and the 
quay. He caught hold of Daly and held 
him above the water until eventually both 
were taken ashore with the aid of ropes. 

The risk taken by Kelly will be readily 
realised, for the distance between the boat 
and the dock wall is very small, and any 
rocking of the vessel was likely to result 
in both being severely crushed. Daly 
was suffering from injuries to his head and 
shock and is recovering. Kelly suffered 
only a severe wetting and was able to 
return to his work yesterday morning.

In the first place, it is clear that Our Lord 
directed His words on the occasion not 
only to the Apostles, but also to their 
successors ; for He knew that the Apostles, 
in their short lives, could not teach all 
the nations, and also that, if there were 
question only of the Apostles, and not 
also of their successors, there was no need 
to promise to be with them even to the 
consummation of the world. He promised, 
therefore, in these words His presence or 
assistance to His Church for all time; and 
now I want you and any Protestants whom 
my words may reach to note what this 
implies, that even Almighty God could 
not be with a thing that did not exist. 
Hence we have here a clear promise of 
Christ that His Church would survive all 
vicissitudes and exist all days till the end 
of time. ‘I am with you all days’ clearly 
and undeniably implies you shall be in 
existence all days. Hence, unless it be 
Eabha asserted that Our Lord's 
words were vain, the Church He founded 
must have existed in every past age, and 
must continue to exist in every age all 
days—in fact, till time shal] be no more. 


““ Now, bearing this in mind, let us ask 
whether the Protestant Church of Ireland 
or of anywhere else existed in every age 
since the time of Christ. History bears 
unquestionable witness that it did not. It 
appeared in these islands in the sixteenth 
century, primarily through the action of a 
lustful monarch, who was also a cruel, 
heartless husband; but for ten centuries, 
from 500 to 1500 A.D., there was not even 
the semblance of a Protestant Church to 
be found here or anywhere else on the 
earth. Will anyone show us how a Church 
which had absolutely no existence for a 
thousand years, more than half the entire 
period of the Christian era, can possibly 
be the Church founded by Our Blessed 
Lord, which was to exist all days!”

See would have thought that, having 
spent ten profitless hours in talking 
round the question of unemployment only 
a week or two ago, deputies would have 
chosen some other topic for what may yet 
prove to be the last discussion of the 
present Dail, but they returned to it 
yesterday with remarkable ardour and 
even, in some cases, with fresh speeches. 

Not so Mr. de Valera, who opened the 
debate on the motion for the adjournment 
of the House until February 10th. The 
leader of Fianna Fail has always been 
credited with the virtue of consistency, 
but he now seems to have carried his 
virtue to such lengths that he is capable 
of making only one speech. Every deputy 
in the House could now recite Mr. de 
Valera’s speech almost by heart, and so 
they became rather restive during the 
half-hour that he spent in reciting it with 
the fluency that come with long usage. 

THE BIG GUNS. 

The tediousness of this oft-told tale of 
a self-sufficient Irish Utopia was almost 
equalled when Mr. O’Kelly delivered his 
contribution. Elected leaders, of course, 
have the right to lead if they so desire, 
but Fianna Fail made a great mistake in 
reserving their only effective Parlia- 
mentarian, Mr. Lemass, until the debate 
had continued for four hours. 

Between the speeches of Messrs. de 
Valera and O'Kelly there came a defence 
of the Government by Mr. Blythe, and 
such a defence as we rarely hear from that 
Minister. Driving his points home with 
clenched fist, he delivered a _ vigorous 
fighting speech, exposing the Fianna Fail 
Utopia as a land where the standard o? 
living would result in such an urge for 
emigration as never before, and pointed 
out, that a small country stood to gain less 
than a large one from a tariff policy, 
while suffering to a much greater extent 
from its disadvantages. 


MR. ANTHONY’S 
“ DIVORCE.” 


In so far as it went, it was a good 
speech, but Mr. Hogan, the Labour deputy 
for Clare, was by no means satisfied. The 
Minister, he protested, had not said what 
the Government proposed to do. As a 
matter of fact, if the Minister had out: 
lined any concrete proposal, he would have 
made the only really constructive speech 
during the whole debate. 

The deputy who came nearest to this 
ideal was Mr. Anthony, who refrained 
from abusing anybody, but deplored the 
tradition which, he said, had grown up of 
blaming the Government for everything. 
The House listened with interest when he 
proceeded to state his own position in 
politics since his expulsion from the 
Labour Party. 

‘It will be my job,” he said, “ to put 
this Government cut and put a Labour 
Government in—even if I am divorced 
from the Labour Party. ‘That livorce is 
only a mensa et thoro.”’ 

The Minister for . Agriculture, who 
usually adds something of value to any 
debate in which he takes part, was not 
very helpful in this. He was entitled to 
dismiss with contempt, as he did, all the 
arguments put forward by the other side, 
but the House was rather surprised at his 
gratuitous jibe at the “‘ professional poli- 
ticians’’ who advanced them. 

“They have been professional poli- 
ticians all their lives,” he said, “ and 
they will continue to be professional polli- 
ticians to the end. They mistake it for 
patriotism.’’ To this, at least, Fianna 
Fail spokesmen were able to give a logical 
reply when the occasion arrived, and the 
Minister could hardly complain at their 
throwing back a tu quoque, 

The single important passage in the 
Minister's speech was his declaration that 
one big preference from England would 
give more employment and bring greater 
prosperity to the Free State than all the 
things advocated from the Opposition 
benches. ‘‘ And I have no fear either,”’ 
he added, ‘‘ that, if we succeeded in getting 
any such preference, we would thereby 
cause any injury to our nationalism.”’ 


THE PRESIDENT REPLIES. 

Five and a half hours after the opening 
of the debate, in which four Ministers 
had already spoken, President Cosgrave 
launched his reply. It was a masterly 
speech, summarising everything that the 
Government had done during its existence, 
and it did not suffer in delivery from the 
fact that the audience was alinost entirely 
ranged behind him, only four deputies 
being in occupation of the Fianna Fail 
benches. 

The others were brought trooping in 
at the end, however, when Mr. Aiken, in 
a final burst of mischief which apparently 
took even his own leaders unawares, 
divided the House on the question to 
adjourn. Ty a majority of twenty-one, 
the motion was carried, and deputies went 
fo. ha with their minds filled with election 
speeches and fears for the future.

Ti argument that the Irish Free State 


is legally, if not morally, bound to pay 

land annuities to Great Britain is 
embodied in a ram report which has been 
presented to the Dáil and Senate, by order 
of the Executive Couneil. 

The report, which has been prepared b 
Mr. John A. Costello, the AttesaayAlenersl 
covers the law relating to the subject, end 
opinions are given by five eminent connsel 
who have prepared a case, backing up what 
Government Ministers and speakers have con- 
tended since the matter of the land annuities 
became essentially a political one. 

Counsel engaged were Messrs. 1. 5. 
McCann, K.C.; A. Dickie, K.C.; A. K. 
Overend, K.C.; Cecil Lavery, K.C.; and ‘I. 
G Marnan: 

In a minute to President Cosgrave Mr. 
Costello savs that during the past ten years 
the Executive Council have had to consider 
and take decisions on. the questions which 
have arisen in connection with the operation 
in the Irish Free State of the pre-Treaty 
Land Purchase Acts, particularly in reference 
to the collection of the annuities payable in 
respect of lands purchased under the pro- 
visions of those Acts. The Executive Council, 
as they were advised, acted, Mr. Costello 
says, in strict accordance with their obliga- 
tions and with the law. 


THE CHALLENGE. 


‘‘On the 2nd May, 1929, the arrangements 
made by the Executive Council in reference 
to the annuities were challenged in the Dail,” 
Mr. Costello continues. “ Un that occasion 
the position of the Executive Council was 
ae and fully stated to the satisfaction of 
the Dail. The contention that the annuities 
may be appropriated by the State has ever 
since, however, been persisted in, and legal 
opinions purporting to é “i the conten- 
tion have been quoted.”’ r. Costello says 
it is felt that in the public interest a com- 
prehensive aud critical examination of the 
various questions from the legal point of 
view should be recorded. 

In the memorandum which purports to set 
forth “ accurately the true legal position in 
respect of the payment and application of 
land purchase annuities,” it is stated that 
the contention that ‘‘arising out of the 
Treaty there is no obligation on the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State to transmit the 
alunities to Great Britain,” appears to be 
based on the erroneous assumption that it was 
by virtue of Article 5 of the Treaty that 
the Irish Free State became hable to meet 
the dividends and other charges in respect 
of Guuranteed Stuck. 

It is contended, says the memorandum, that 
the passing of Section 12 of the Land Act, 
1925, was a purely “gratuitous’’ act on the 
part of the Oireachtas, amounting to a 
voluntary gift of the annuities to Great 
Britain. The contention that guaranteed land 
stocks were part of the public debt nas been 
shown to be without foundation; but, apart 
from that, the contention is fallacious and un- 
sustainable, inasmuch as it embodies a con- 
fusion of thought between the obligations of 
the State and the obligations of individual 
tenant purchasers. i 

The obligation of the State was, as 
already explained, at its highest merely on 
ultimate liability to make an advance to the 
Guarantee Fund. The obligatior of the tenant 
purchaser was to repay his debt by means of 
his annuitv. : 

That obligation of the State was released 
by the agreement of 3rd December, 1925, if 
the matter can be at all regarded as coming 
within the scope of Article 5 vf that 
agreement. The obligation of the tenant 
purchaser continued after the making of the 
Treaty, and was vnaffected either by the 
Treaty or the agreement of 3rd December, 
1925 The destination of the annuities was 
unaffected by the Treaty. They continued 
to he legally payable and legally applicable 
to the sole purpose for which they were pay- 
able—the payment of interest and tas 
iund on the land stocks, 


“SOUTHERN IRELAND.” 


In the joint opinion of counsel, the events 
leading. up to the establishment of the Free 
St-te are reviewed in relation to land annuity 
obligations to pay, and one paragraph is of 
particular significance:—‘‘ The Treaty con- 
templated the creation of no such geographical 
entry as ‘Southern Ireland.’ Non Constat 
the North might stay, in which event the 
Irish Free State would continue to comprise 
562 counties, and in the event, which 
happened, of the North electing out of the 
Irish Free State, the Treaty envisaged a Free 
Stare area which might have extended far 
beyond the 26 counties.” 

Counsel gave it as their considered opinion 
that the Government of the Irish Free State 
has not, and never had, any right to retain 
the purchase annuities for its own use. 

They fully endorse the memorandum pre- 
— by Mr. Costello, declaring that it sets 
orth accurately the true legal position in 
respect to the annuities.

DOMINIONS AND 
INDUSTRIES.

In a leading article on the forthcoming 
Imperial Economic Conference The Times 
to-day refers to the preliminary work 
which is being done, and proceeds :'— The 
necessity for all this preparatory work, 
and for a full and frank interchange of 
views before the Conference meets, is 
shown by the comments of some of the 
Dominion newspapers on Mr, Thomas's 
statement. Mr. Thomas had announced 
that, subject to a satisfactory arrange- 
ment being made and to a real and 
genuine quid pro quo, the Government 
were Emma to offer the Dominions a 
guranteed quota of wheat. The announce: 
ment was welcomed in Canada and 
Australia, the two  wheat-exporting 
Dominions, and Mr. Bennett lost no time 
after his 1eturn to Canada in expressing 
his gratification. But in some of the 
newspaper comments there seemed a note 
of alarm, as if the reference to a quid pro 
quo contained a threat against the in 
terests of the secondary industries in the 
Dominions. 

The Melhourne Age, for instance, said 
that Mr. Thomas’s statement should bring 
home to the electors the necessity of 
choosing a Government composed of 
‘genuine Australians, definitely pledged 
to protection, whose first loyalty will be 
to Australian secondary industries.’’ The 
Montreal Star went so far as to accuse Mr. 
Thomas of envisaging the Empire as an 
organisation in which all the manu- 
facturing is to be done in Great Britain, 
while the Dominions continue to be the 
reservoir of cheap food and raw materials. 


RIGHTS ON BOTH SIDES. 


It is quite clear that, if the British 
Government held any such antiquated 
views of the economic relationship between 
Great Britain and the Dominions, then 
there would be no use in holding a con- 


| ference at all; for it would be impossible 


to arrive at amy agreement with the 
Dominions on those lines; but no such 
views are held in this country in any 
quarter that counts. The right of the 
Dominions to develop and extend their 
secondary industries 1s recognised without 
reserve, just as the right of Great Britain 
to maintain and develop her agricultural 
production is recognised in the inions. 

No one in the Dominions will object to 
the first place in the British market being 
reserved for the British farmer, and in 
the same way no.one in Great Britain 
objects to the first place in the Dominion 
market being reserved for the Dominion 
manufacturers; but that does not rule out 
the possibility of mutually beneficial 
arrangements. The extent to which we 
can help one another will depend very 
largely on what is regarded as reasonable 
on one side and the other.

FORAN, stated that, in the opinion of the, 


Senate, proposals for legislation should be 
introduced by the Executive Council for 
the purpose of making part of the surplus 
from sweepstakes promoted under the 
Public Charitable Hospitals Acts, 1930 
and 1931, available for the clearance of 
insanitary areas and the housing of the 
working classes. 

He said that the slum problem was 
becoming very alarming, no genuine 
attempt ever having been made to grapple 
with it, particularly in the City of Dublin. 
After years of experience, his opinion was 
that there was no possible hope of ever 
dealing with the slums through borrowed 
money, the price of which was so high 
that no slum dweller would be able to pay 
the rents of houses which would replace 
the slum dwellings. 


CORPORATION RENTS. 


The Corporation houses let from 14s. 
to 17s. a week; the average wage of the 
slum dweller was 50s., and he could not 

ssibly afford to pay such a big rent. 

eople were living in cellars in unsanitary 

areas, and it was from such areas that 
their hospitals were supplied with 
patients. 

The Poor Law hospitals, he said, had 
received: a quarter of a million from the 
‘‘ sweep”? just concluded. The next 
‘‘sweep’”’ would, no doubt, give them 
another quarter of a million, and that 
ought be sufficient for their needs. They 
had now, by means of the “ sweep,” a 
great opportunity of clearing away the 
slums in the country. 


LIVING UNDER THE LIFFEY. 


Dr. GOGARTY, seconding, suggested that 
there should be a ten years’ extension of 
the hospitals’ sweepstakes for the purpose 
of closing up the slums in the country. 
The conditions under which the people 
lived in cellars at and under the level of 
the bed of the River Liffey was a prime 
source of supply of patients to the Dublin 
hospitals, and if these slum areas were 
cleared away the burdens on hospitals 
would be greatly lightened. 

Mr. COMYN supported the motion in 
the interests of the hospitals and of the 
very poor. 


SLUMS GROWING WORSE. 


Mr. FARREN, supporting the motion, 
said that about £100,000 of public money 
was being annually spent on sanatoria. 
Poor people were sent to them, and when 
they had improved in health they were 
sent back tothe filthy slums. It was to pre- 
vent that state of things that the motion 
was brought forward. The slums were 
worse now in Dublin than they were ten 
or twelve years ago. He saw no other way 
of providing houses for the working 
classes, at rents which they could afford 
to pay, than that which a sweepstake 
could afford. 

Mr. FANNING said that he was with 
Mr. Foran, but he maintained that the 
Hospitals Fund should be continued until 


fully provided for. 
Mr. McELLIN suggested that 
motion should include rural areas. 
Mr. DOHERTY supported the motion. 
He said that he did not care by what 
means houses were provided for the very 
poor so long as they were provided. 


PROBLEM HARDLY 
TOUCHED. 


Sir E. COEY BIGGER said that the 
housing conditions of the very poor all 
over the country were bad. A great deal 
had been done by the Dublin Corporation 
to improve the conditions. Up to 
the present the Corporation had 
expended four and a half millions 
of money on housing, and yet it seemed 
that the slum problem had hardly been 
touched. 

The question, he said, could never be 
settled by public money, and so some 
other means must be found. He knew of 
no better means of getting the money 
than through the esse Fh He hoped 
that the views expressed in this House 
would influence the Government to intro- 
duce a measure for this purpose. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that a portion of 
the fund raised by sweepstakes should 
be diverted to the solution of the housing 
problem. 

Once we have departed from the straight 
path, as one might say, added Mr. 
Johnson, we might as well use the money 
derived from this source to prevent 
disease instead of using it to cure 
disease. 


THE ENGLISH WINNERS. 


Mr. O'CONNOR remarked that there 
had been so many winners in England 
that he did not think that any objection 
would be raised to the extension of the 
Act. He supported the motion, and 
trusted that the surplus money from the 
sweepstakes would be devoted to clearing 
away the slums. 

Mr. DUFFY expressed the opinion that 
an effort should be made to make pos- 
sible the building of cottages in the rural 
districts.

MINISTER’S REPLY.

CONFIDENCE IN PRESENT 
BOARD. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, Mirister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that he had not had 
sufficient time to get all the materials in 
order to deal fully with the matter, because 
that would invelve a considerable amount of 
trouble in the preparations of details. As to 
the comprehensive report already mentioned, 
it was a question whether it would be wortn 
while to mcur the expense of publishing it 
im a large way. 

He referred to the position created hy the 


decision to bring im an outside firm of 
accountants te bring the accounts of the 
E.S.B. up to date. That, he said, had been 


on November 17th that they were unable to 
ascertain the nature and extent of the 
Board's commitments and the time that the 
Conld anyone believe, 
therefore. that those old prices had any 
relat‘onship te iact? They had now got 
away from that bad system, certain 
readjustments and reorganisations had! been 
carried out, and he had confidence in the 
Board now appointed. He was. -onfilent that 
the condition of affairs revealed in the 
Anditor’s report would not occur again, and 
he was assured by the Board that such a 
situation could not arise again 

They must take the policy and progress of 
national electrification as starting from that 
point, or even starting behind: it, in the days 
of the old, bad system. 


AN ESTIMATE. 

The cost of the first Shannon scheme was 
estimated at £5.200.000, £4,600,000 being. for 
construction, and £600,000 for interest, and 
te cover the loss during the three years ia 
which the scheme was not expected to pay 
its way. That scheme had many variables, 
but it was estimated by the experts that,.i 
in 1932-33 the sale of 110.000.0000 units had 
been secured at the variety of prices they 
suggested, the scheme éan pay, and the 
consumers would receive electricity at prices 
comparable to those paid im Continental 


cities. 

The £5,200,000 figure was more or less 
accurate. It allowed for a 10 per cent. op 
oc down variation.

E.S.B.’"S POSITION. 

The Minister went on to deal with the 
responsibilities of the E.S.B. under Section 
Zt of the Act, and to distinguish between 
vhat they ' must ” and what they “might” 
provide for. The ESB. simply decided 
what their charges should be, and they 
decided that more or less in vacue, without 
rexard to Section 21, by which they should 
lave, been governed. It was not until 
August or September this year, arising out 
cl debates in the Dail and inquiries made 
by him, that a report was prepared giving 
them a picture of what their position was 
bhely to be in 1963-34. 

The whole trend of the 1929 Act was 
clearly to make the E.8.B. independent, and 
‘o put W as far as possible on a sound com- 
nercial footing.

THE RESIGNATIONS. 

The suggestion had also been made that his 
action on a major matter of policy had led 
to certain resignations. 
ecncerned that was not so. He had already 
stated clearly what prompted him to accept 
certain resignations when they were sent in, 
because the undertakings given to him had 
beer broken; a new devclopment investing 
fresh capital had been proceeded with with- 
out the Wireachtas having a chance of decid-

THE INCREASED RATES.

noted that the position m 1933 would be 
dependent on three “‘ifs’’—if the economies 
weve efiected, if the increased consumption 
were secured, and if the increased charge 
brought im an extra £80,000. 


PRICES COMPARED. 

Dublin. he said, was the best example in 
regard to cost. Before the power station 
elused the price of electricity was 2.7d., and 
the price at the present was 2.3d. Com. 
parmg present day prices in England with 
those obtaining in the Free State, he pointed 


out that the average prive in England’ for | 


domestic lighting and pewer was 2.86d,, and 
iu the Bree State 2.73. 
England was 1.9d., in the Free State 1.6d: ; 
traction power in England .8ld., in the 
Free State .5d.; power in England wae .82d. 
and. in the Free State 1.5d. 

They shoald remember that the consump 
tion of domestic current in England was fifty 
times greater than in the Free State, the 
centres being more rumerous and larger than 
here. He could not teil, if the Board suc- 
ceeded, as they expected, in carrying a balance 
of £194,000 in. 1933-34, they would go back 
to the old. rates, particularly when the new 
figures compared so favourably with the 
prices currant in England 

The Board had not aimed at too big a 
price per umt. It hoped that when the 
revenue was secure it would be 2d. a unit for 
all units sold and 1 6d. per unit generally.

CURRENCY. 


SOME PRESENT DAY 
PROBLEMS. 


Statistical aud Social Enymry Society of 
Ireland, Mir, John #. Co.vert, Unairman 
ot the Agreuiturai Credits Corporation, dis- 
cussed '' ihe bree State Currency Prot.em.” 

Dealing with the historical aspect of the 
probiem, he said that it was a remarkable 
thing that at no teme before 1914 was there 
a circutatioa of notes in Ireland, and after 
1645, ween the Bawk Act was passed, bank 
of Kngiand notes were only iegal tender in 
respec, .of taxes. Lruring the eiguieenth cen- 
tury there was no limu to the number of 
banks which might be opened, and in con- 
sequence the country was imundated by á 
mass of paper currency, While the tota! 
bullion in cwculation throughout the whiole 
of Íreland did not exceed £400,000. 

In 1737 á curteney was prociaimed for 
lreiand, which was exchangeabie into pounds 
sterling at a fixed discount. Until the Bank 
of Treiand was set up in 1782, one bank 
crash followed another. ‘lhis bank provided 
a currency that was more trustworthy than 
airy of its predecessors. In fact, so secure 
did the note issue become that the country 
peopie preferred notes to gold, although in 
reality there were «a large number of false 
notes in circulation. 


GOLD BACKING. 


The Bank Act of 1845 restricted the rights 
of the private banks to the issue of notes, 
and made compulsory a gold backing to a! 
notes in circafation. Since that date the 
standard of Irish banking had remained very 
high, and we had a better record than any 
other country in the world, in as much as 
that no Irish Bank had failed during the 
last 50 years. | 

It was a coriows fact that from 1923 until 
1927 the Free State had no legal tender 
money, since the cireulation consisted of 
Irish Bank Notes, Treasury Notes, Bank 
of England Notes and British subsidiary 
coins. Theoretically, a rate of exchange with 
Eamidon could have developed, but in fact our 
pesition was much the same as Scotfand— 
namely, on a sterling exchange standard. 

In recent years 40 to 50 per cent. of the 
assets ot the Irish banks had been held in 
the ferm of Londen fends and British 
| Government securities, and, in the lecturer s 
opluion, no country was on a sounder basis, 
or had more liquid assets than the Free 
State. As long as the provisions of the 
Currency Act were adhered to the Free Siate 
pound must always remain on a parity with 
| the pomwrd sterimg. 

Monetary stability, however, depended less 
on the choice of standard than on the main- 
tenance of a sound national bedget poxiticn 
fraud a strong commercial benkimg system. 
Th-ré were some who considered that the 
Currency Commission should have been 
empowered to hold other foreign securities as 
well as British, in which case a profit would 
have been meade by the conversion of these 
funls inte sterling after the departure 
of England from the gold standard, 
pout ke would poimt out tha even 
Bad this been permitted a very considerable 
proportion of the Free State resources must 
necessarily have been held in sterling on 
eccount of the volume of trade between that 
country and the Free State. 


THE IDEAL AIM. 


Stability was unquestionably the ideal to 
| be al at, but thet could mean two 
things: stability of exchange and stability 
of prices. The international gold standard 
had proved to be the best means of effecting 
this np to a point, but it had failed to 
| stabilise international price levels. During 
| the last decade there Éad been a downward 
trend im these, which had raised the burden 
|of national and mternational debts to such 
a point that they became imtolerable. This 
was undoubtedly why the gold standard had 
broken dewn. If the Free State had been en 
the gold standard when the crisis eceurred. 
instead of being linked to sterling, it would 
have had to abandon it. 

Professor George O’Brien, in proposing a 
| vote of thanks, heartily agreed with Mr. (ol- 
i hert’s paper, and strongly reeated the 
i Suggestions that had been put forward from 
i time to time, that some other metal should 
be introduced into the exchange system to 
supplement gold. If this were done befcre 
very long 75 per cent. cf this metal would, 
as in the case of gold, find its way into the 
coffers of France and the United States of 
America, and the position would be exactly 
the same as it was at the moment. :

The 
circumstances were so bad that the jury 
would find it difficult to control their feelings 
and deal justly with the prisoners, 

George William Svrott deposed that from 
December 6 until January 4 last he had to 
sleep in a washhouse on cardboard, with a 
mattress and two quilts. His sister, Eleanor 
ran away, and later the stepmother put wit- 
ness and Eleanor in a bedroom where they 
were locked until July 24. [In that 
time their only food was Indian meal porridge, 
with codliver oil adiled at. dinner time. They 
were beaten with the buckle end of a strap 
and nettles. In Belfast his stepmother burned 
his.leg with a red-hot poker, and between one 
und two years ago she beat Victor and 
‘“ Betty ’’ and forced them.te go down on 
their knees and lick up dirt. 

Cross-examined, witness admitted having 
been beaten for telling lies and the theft of 
books, watches and money. 

Victor Somerset Scott deposed that he and 
his brother borrowed money to buy sweets, 
and their stepmother beat them with the 
buckle end of a strap, an ashplant and black- 
thorn stick.

Eleanor Scott deposed that her stepmother 
thrashed her with nettles on several occasions, 
She was locked up with her brother George 
from February to July. The night before the 
Petty Sessions in Irvinestown her stepmother 
beat her with netties on her naked body 
because George looked out of the window of 
the room in which they were locked up. 

Robert George Carson deposed that on July

Governors of the hospital was held at Hume

e Chairman, in presenting the report of 
the Committee of Management, said :— 

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

As Chairman of the Hospital Board for the 
present year, I have to thank you for your 
attendance here to-day, and for your support 
oo that of our other friends now and in the 

st. 

_ This year has been signalised by an un- 
justifiabte attack upon the institution and its 
management, under cover of Senatorial privi- 
lege, on the occasion of a debate in the 
Senate on an amendment to include this hos- 
ES within the terms of the Public Charitable 

ospitals (Amendment) Bill, when, having 
been excluded from the benefits of the pre- 
vious sweepstakes without being given any 
reason or justification, we sought to have the 
Amending Bill extended; although we main- 
tained, and still maintain, that this institu- 
tion in every way qualifies for participation in 
such sweepstakes. The Senator who made 
the attack has heen invited, but has not 
accepted the invitation, to make his allega- 
tions under circumstances which would 
enable us to chailenge these in the courts. 
I, therefore, feel it is incumbent on me now 
to refute these charges in such a way that 
the same amount of publicity will be given. to 
the refutation as was given to the allegations. 
No other course seems open, as the individual 
in question declines to come into the open, 
and as the Government, which was requested 
by us on two occasions: to hold an inquiry 
into’ the truth of the charges, has up to the 
present done nothing in the matter. 

The allegations may be grouped under the 
following heads :— 

(1) That the hospital is not a public 
charitable institution, but a one-man show— 
the private property of an individual by 
whom it was originally purchased. 

_(2) That the treatment given in the hos- 
pital is valueless and mere quackery; that 
certain eminent medical men left the hospital 
on account of the incompetence of the 
methods of treatment; and that when the 
Corporation took a census of the patients 
which they had sent for treatment during the 
previous two years they were all found to be 
dead. 

(5) That the circularisation of the public 
by the hospital is with a view to terrorising 
the community. 

As to No. 1— 

The hospital is not a public charitable one. 

That this accusation was made either in 
blind ignorance of the facts or in indifference 
to them is proved not only by the complete 
absence of any accompanying attempt at 
justification, but a'so by the facts themselves, 
which were, and are, available to every 
citizen in this State. They are facts of 
public record. ; 

The hospital was incorporated by Royal 
Charter in the year 1916, on the petition of 
16 well-known citizens of Dublin, as a hos- 
pital which ‘‘ was founded in the vear 1911 
for the purpose of providing for the treat- 
ment of diseases of the skin, cancer, rodent 
ulcer, etc., in those who are proper objects 
of charity, such relief to be administered in 
accordance with voluntary principles.’’ Under 
this Charter the hospital is administered by 
a committee of 22, of whom half are 
Catholics and half of other denominations. 
The staff comprises 12 medical men, all 
specialists in their particular branch, of 
whom one is the Medical Superintendent. 
Since the foundation of the hospital it has 
given free treatment to something like 1,500 
intern and 200,000 extern patients. Further- 
more, all the property of the hospital, which 
consists of buildings, plant and furniture, 
was purchased by and in the name of the 
en and is under their joint disposi- 
ion. 

The funds of the hospital are administered 
by the Committee, the accounts are annually 
audited, and published with the annual 
report. All such accounts and records are 
available for examination, and, as I have 
already stated, we invited without result a 
Government inquiry into them, or into any 
other relevant matter of administration, so 
that the suggestions and allegations made 
without any previous investigation should be 
finally and effectively disposed of. We will 


| prove that every item of revenue and of 


expenditure is properly and accurately 
accounted for, and that no individual pru- 
prietory interest is in the remotest degree 
recognised. If charges are made to patients 
financially able to bear them—and such 
charges are made in this as in numerous 
other hospitals—it is only that we may 
render more abundantly gratuitous treatment 
to the poor suffering from the most dreaded 
malady of mankind. 

When it is pointed out that this institution, 
which has no endowment of any kind, has, 
by dint of the arduous efforts of the 
founders, the successive committees, the medica! 
and nursing staff, the generosity and co- 
operation of the public, been able not only 
to treat, cure and care for the large number 
of patients already mentioned, but by its 
own organisation to reconstruct, re-equip and 
extend the hospital in such manner and to 
such extent that it ranks highly amongst 
the specialised hospitals of Great Britain and 
Ireland, it is obvious that the accusation of 
it being neither public nor charitable is not 
either in the public interest or of charitable 
intent. 

As to No. 2— 

The allegation of medical inefficiency is 
made by this certain Senator, who has never 
been inside the hospital since its foundation. 
The net effect of his suggestions was to cast 
ridicule upon. the modern practice of deen 
X-ray therapy, and to suggest that the 
medical practitioners in this institution were 
guilty of quackery in practising this method 
of treatment. To say the least of it, it is not 
in accord with ethical standards for eg per- 
son, and particularly one who may be looked 
upon by the public as a scientist, to make 
aliegutions or suggestions that the treatment

not visited is carried on by methods which 
he describes as quackery. As a medical man, 
he ought to be aware that deep X-ray therapy 
is the chief form of treatment, which is 
practised in almost every cancer hospital in 
the world. We were the first to introduce 
it into this country. It has since been intro- 
cuced into other hospitals in this country. 
Private practitioners have put up their own 
plants to give this treatment to their 
patients. So, if, IE RA to this Senator, 
we are cranks and guacks, we share this 
distinction with an ever-increasing number 
of medical men, both in this country and 
throughout the world. The said Senator 
then, as the only evidence adduced by him in 
support of allegations which he will not 
make outside the protection of the Senate. 
refers to resignations of certain medical 
gentlemen from the honorary medical staff. | 

My Committee regret very much that this 
matter has been referred to, and particularly 
in such a direct, though privileged, manner, 
and feel that no good purpose would now 
be served by reopening a controversy which 
is long since dead, and hence 1 must confine 
myself to the statement that these gentlemen 
resigned from the staff for personal reasons, 
having no relation to the management policy 
or efficiency of the institution. 

The statement that when the Corporation 
took a census of patients, which they had sent 
na during the previous two years, they found 
them all dead is as absurd as it is ludicrous. 
It is, however, a good index to the inaccuracy 
of his other statements. We have no informa- 
tion as to when this mythical census was 
taken, and, as far as we know, no such 
census ever was taken; in fact, the first time 
we heard of it was when the statement was 
made in the Senate, but we have since had 
a census made ourselves, and find that out 
of 222 intern Corporation patients admitted 
during the eight years 1923-30 

51 are still alive (of whom 20 were 
treated over 5 years ago), 

88 are dead, 

83 could not be traced

Without taking into account, therefore, 
any of the untraced patients (some of whom 
may be alive), the result shows 23 per ceut. 
of cures amongst these patients. 

When it is remembered that the majority 
of patients sent to us by the Corporation 
ure what are generally described as hopeless 
cases—often in the last stages of cancer—the 
criticism taken in connection with the above 
figures is in the nature of a handsome testi- 
monial to the effi of the treatment given 
in this hospital, as is also the fact that the 
Corporation continues to send us patients. 

e Senator alleged that the circularisa- 
tion by this hospital of the public is done 
with the object of terrorising the com- 
munity. Here again, though a medical man, 
he does not seem have kept abreast 
of the medical times. If he had done 
so, he would have been aware that in every 
cancer campaign which has been started dur- 
ing the past twelve years public education 
has been in the forefront of the . propapenda 
on the same lines as were applied to tuber- 
culosis. The public has been circularised

Andrew Charles, Esq., F.R.C.8., in pre-

extending our free benefits to the intern 
patients, but this is strictly lmited by our 
accommodation and our means, and until 
both are increased we cannot extend our 
philanthropic usefulness. 

As the name of the huspital mmplies, we are 
chiefly concerned with cancer cases, and we 
also treat every form of skin disease. For 
treatment of cancer cases we employ five 
different forms of treatment :— 

(1) Deep X-ray Therapy. 

(2) Radium. 

(á) Fluorescein ray treatment. 
(4) Surgical Diatherimy. 

(5) Surgery. 

Deep X-ray ‘Therapy (also called the 
Erlangen treatment) was introduced in 
Erlangen by Professor Wintz some years agu, 
and has since been adopted by almost every 
cancer clinic in the world, and also by 
numerous practitioners in every country. We 
were the first to introduce it into this 
country, and members of our staff were 
specially trained in Erlangen. The depart- 
ment has been in charge of _ specialists 
from the clinics of Professor intz in 
Erlangen and of Professor Holzknecht in 
Vienna, and we have now secured the ser- 
vices of a specialist from Professor Hold- 
felder’s Clinic in Frankfort; so I can say 
with confidence that we are as well qualified 
to carry out this treatment as any other 
institution in the British Isles, 

Our radium treatment is carried out by 
(a) pure radium, (b) radon or radium emana- 
tions which we obtain from the Royal Dublin 
Society, and (c) radium emanations which we 
obtain from a special radonater which we 
have installed in the hospital. 

The third method of treatment, which we 
have lately introduced, is known as the 
Fluorescein Ray treatment. This new method 
of treatment has deeply interested the British 
Board of Health, which took the trouble to 
send to our hospital a few months ago Dr. 
S. Monckton Copeman, M.D., F.R.C.P. 
(Lond.), F.R.S., to examine the cases which 
we had treated by this method, and to report 
on them. Dr. Monckton Copeman, when 
here, inspected the whole hospital and the 
various methods of treatment which we 
employ. On his return he sent us the fol- 
lowing interesting letter :— 

Ministry of Health, Whitehall, 
13th July, 1931. 

Dear Dr. Charles,—I write to express to 
you and your colleagues my thanks for the 
trouble you took to help me on the occasion 
of my recent visit to the City of Dublin Skin 
and Cancer Hospital, at the instance of the 
Ministry of Health, for the purpose of investi- 
gating the results obtained by you in the 
treatment of superficial cancer by means of 
activated fluorescein, 

It was very helpful to me to find that you 
had gi a typed list of these cases, on 
which were given details as to name and age 
of patient, date of admission and diagnos!s, 
condition on admission, and details as to 
results obtained, etc., and I am obliged to 
you for having taken the trouble to arrange 
for those patients who had already been 
discharged to be present at the hospital for 
me to inspect and question. Needless to say, 
I was much interested in your demonstration 
of the satisfactory results which have fol- 
lowed on the application of this method. 
Even where sufficient time has not yet 
elapsed for entire recovery to have taken 
place, good effects were noticeable, and 
several of the patients expressed to me their 
satisfaction at the improvement in their con- 
dition—a point of some interest, in view of 
the na ó olftict not infrequently observed in 
cancer patients. 

I was interested also in the further cases 
that you showed me, both in the out-patients’ 
department and in the wards, treated by you 
for the most part by insertion of radon or 
radium needles. 

I may mention that I was also struck by 
the obvious efficiency of your administrative 
and nursing staff, from the matron down- 
wards, and by the condition of the 
wards and the various treatment rooms. But 
obviously further extensions are desirable, 
in view of the number of patients applying 
for treatment, and I trust that you mav 
successful in obtaining additional funds that 
will be required for this purpose. 

The Secretary of our Government Com- 
mittee will sestable communicate with you 
shortly as to certain additional points on 
which some further information may be de-

We received another letter from Dr. Cope- 
man last month informing us that the Prince 
of Wales visited the Royal Northern Hospi- 
tal, London, on the 24th of November, when 
he spent some considerable time in the X-ray 
Department, where he saw a patient suffer- 
ing from cancer of the lung being irradiated 
after intravenous injections of fluorescein. 
He asked for full particulars of the method, 
and expressed himself as much interested in 
this comparatively new method of treatment. 
A brief account of his visit, including re- 
ference to this incident, was published in 
The Times and other papers of 25th Novem- 
ber. Dr. Copeman, in the same letter, 
asked us for reports on the present con- 
dition of the cases which he had examined, 
and for particulars of any new cases treated 
by us for submission to the meeting of the 
Ministry of Health Cancer Committee to be 
held on the 3rd of December. 

In consequence of this we sent Dr. Cope 
man full particulars of 46 cases treated by 
the Fluorescein method, with the results to 
date, and we are awaiting a further report 
from him on the subject.

BOYLE FARMER'S ACTION 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE 


The hearing was concluded of the mortgagee 
suit of Geraid ‘lench, solicitor, against John 
kK. Dennis, Margaret UC. Crinion, and the Royal 
Bank of ireland, Ltd., in relation to Bally- 
gail House and Lands, kinglas, Co. Dublin, 
in which Frederik Monson, iarmer, Kock- 
mount, Boyle, Co. Roscommon, the purchaser 
of the property, claimed from the vendor 
compensation for al.eged musdescription of the 
property, and for alleged delay in completing 
the sale. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., and Mr. Walker (in- 
structed by Messrs, Giltrap and Lambert) ap- 
peared for Mr. Monson; Mr. Wilson ({in- 
structed by Mr. T. A. W. Purefoy) for the 
Hoyal Bank of helad; and Mr. J. 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Charles Casey (in- 
structed by Mr. G. Tench) for the plaintiff, 
Mr. Gerald Tench. 

Mr. William Shaw,  live-stock salesman, 
auctioneer and valuer, who said that he had 
examined the property with an idea of pur- 
chasing it, and that he was, at the auction, 
a bidder within £25 or £50 of the amount of 
Mr. Monson’s bid, was examined by Mr. 
Leonard, K.C. He said that he understood 
the valuation was £352 5s. Had he known it 
was £503 he would not have been a bidder. 
If he had to pay £105 additional outgoings 
he would have reckoned the land to be worth 
a couple of thousand pounds less. 


BANK’S POSITION, 


Mr. Wilson stated that the Royal Bank 
fully admitted that the purchaser was badly 
treated both in regard to the misdescription

The 
applicant got somewhat surprised by finding, 
when the application came on, that the bank 
was perfectly willing that the applicant 
should rescind, and nothing that had been 
done should be allowed to prejudice any of 
tlie applicant’s rights to rescind, 

His lordship alowed the purchaser (Mr. 
Monson) and the Royal Bank of Ireland, 
Ltd., their costs in the suit of Tench v 
Dennis. 


DEPOSIT IN JOINT NAMES. 
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COUNTY LONGFORD APPEAL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


James Gormley, of Pulladoey, Aughnacliffe 
County Longford, appealed from a decision o 
Cireuit Court Judge Moonan dismissing his 
claim against Patrick Connolly, Julia Con- 
uolly and others, also of Aughnacliffe, in 
respect of two sums of £300 and £200 stand- 
ing in the joint names of Bridget Gormley, 
deceased, wife of the plaintiff, and the defen- 
dants, in the Arva (County Cavan) branch 
of the Ulster Bank. 

It appeared that the late Mrs. Gormley 
had made money in America, and, returning 
to Ireland, lodged the money in the joint 
names, as stated, the defendants being her 
relatives.

FORMER SECRETARY’S APPEAL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


An appeal was heard from a decision of 
Circuit Court Judge Roche in two actions, 


Jone by Mrs. Alice White, Clonaboy, Bal- 


briggan, against the County Councils of 
Dublin and Meath, for £241 13s. 2d., for 
work done and money paid by her husband, 
Mr. Patrick White, ex-M.P. ior Co. Meath, 
,as Secretary of the Garristown and Delvin 
| Drainage Board, over a period of years. The 
| other action was brought by the same County 
Councils against Mr. Patrick White for an 
account of moneys stated to have been re- 
ceived by him during the same period. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., and Mr. K. 
Dixon (instructed by Messrs. Hogan and. 
Son) appeared for Mr. and Mrs. White, ap- 
pellants in both cases. 

Both actions were heard by Judge Roche, 
who dismissed Mrs. White's action, with 
costs, and gave a decree for £15 14s. 11d. 
in the County Councils’ action, but without 


stantiate their allegation that Mr. White had 
received money for which he faied to 
account. 

The facts, as stated, were that Mr. White 
was Secretary of the Drainage Board from 
1915 to 1927, when the Board was taken over 
by the County Councils under Statute. Dur- 
ing that period Mr. White was concerned to 
preserve from flooding over 1,100 acres of 
land. Several actions were taken against the 
Drainage Board, as a result of which Mr. 
White was called upon to borrow upon lus 
own security money to pay the expenses of 
the Drainage Board and costs. In his account 
certain items were disallowed amounting to 
£336 1s. 9d., leaving a balance of £81 16s. 1d. 
due to him, which, deducted from the amount 
claimed by the County Councils, left the £15 
15s. Od. for which the Circuit Judge had 
given a decree. It was contended that the 
Circuit Court Judge was wrong in disallow- 
ing those items, which were supported by 
minutes passed by the Drainage Board. 

The Court held that the findings of the 
Circuit Judge were correct, and could not be 
disturbed, and that both appeals should be 
dismissed.

The fourth annual general meeting of the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, Limited, 
was held in the Offices of the Corporation, 2 
Merrion square, Dublin, on Thursday, 
lecember lth, 1951, at 2.30 pm.

The Secretary (Mr. P. F. Walsh) read the 
netice convening the meeting and the 
auditor's report. The directors’ report and 
the accounts were taken as read. ' 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
‘the report and 
accounts, said : 
Gentlemen, I need 
hardiy remind you 
that this past year 
hae been one of un- 
paralleled difficulties, 
both in agriculture 
and in the fnancial 
markets. In the cir- 
cumstances the results 
which we show can 
only be described as 
very satisfactory. The 
gross proit for the 
year is nearly 
44,000 higher, at 
£55,856, this figure 
being arrived at aiter wee 
strengthening the internal position. You 
will note that the expenses (£14,257) show 
an increase of only £167 as compared with 
the previous year, gn a much larger 
turnover has mn handled. The net profit 
for the year (before charging bond interest) 
is £41 £83 This compares with £32,870 in 
the preceding year, £12,261 in 1928-29 and 
a net loss of £1,043 in 1928. 

FULL “A” DIVIDEND PAID. 

During the year we have provided the full 
interest on ‘the Mortgage Bonds issued, 
amounting to £23,777, and the full statutory 
dividend on the ‘‘A”’ capital, amounting to 
£13,125. This makes a total of £36,902 pro- 
vided out of the year’s profits for interest 
and dividends, which compares with a total 
of £25,590 in the preceding year and £7,974 
in 1928-29. 

The balance sheet on this occasion “ls 
with a total of over £1,000.000. The ina-n 
change, as compared with last year, is the 
inclusion of the second series of 5 per cent. 
Guaranteed Bonds issued, amounting to 
£250,000. This series was issued at a 
premium of 1 per cent., and the amount of 
the premiums received (£2,500) has not been 
appropriated, but is set out separately in the 
balance sheet, being, of course, a reserve 
account.

THE HALF-YEARLY COLLECTIONS. 

This year, as was to be expected, our half- 
yearly collections have been slower than last 
year. Not only were the amounts to be 
collected and the number of accounts much 
greater than last year, but also conditions in 
agriculture have been very much less favour- 
able to the farmers. The figures are as 
fellows :—In the May collection 60 per cent. 
of the borrowers had paid by the due date, 
85 per cent. within a fortnight after, 
and 935 per cent. within a month 
after the due “date. The November 
collection comprised over 7,000 separate 
accounts. Of these, 65 per cent. had paid 
bv the due date, 81 per cent. within a fort- 
night after, and 90 per cent. within a 
month after. This must be accounted a very 
creditable record in view of the depressed 
conditions prevailing. 

On the lending side, the year has been 
one of steady progress and consolidation. 
During the year the number of new applica- 
tions for loans has shown an increase. On 
the other hand, the amounts applied for 
have been on a smaller scale, which may be 
due partly to the fall in prices and partly 
to a reluctance to enter into substantial com- 
mitments during the depression. The 
cumulative total of loans issued has now 
passed the £1,006,000 mark. This represents 
a much bigger effort on the part of our
